Cralg to raise funds ‘o help the flood
sufferers in the western countics has
gone to work in earnest and the peo-
ple are responding liberally, E. E.
Britton of Raleigh is chairman and
E. W. Crow of Raleigh, treasurer,
of the committee, The committee 18-
:‘m‘d the following statement Wednes-

uy:

First, of all, we beg to say that we
were greatly encouraged by the re-
sponse to the appeal sent out the fire!
of the week. In three dovs our peo-
ple have forwarded »3000.00—p
memorable testimony to the generosi-
iy of North Carolinlans and then
friends in other States,

While this seems to be g large sum,
let no one be deceived into thinking
thist 1t s by any means comwmensurate
with the demands of the disaster that
hus befalien our fellow-citizens in
the weastern counties, Along four
great rivers and more than a hundred
of thelr tributaries complete wreck
and rain have been wrooght at a
gegson when it is too late to replant,
in a time when conditions are dirn-
cult, and in a4 way that makes impos-
gible the tiding over the situation by
means of loans or credit.  The lands
themselves have in many instances
been shorn of their value,

The committee appropriated $6.-
Woo. 0t for the purpose of instant
reliefl—allowing $5000 to $1000 to
the county, and providing wise and
trustworthy channels for the distri-
bution of the funds. No appropria-
tion was made for Mitchell, Yancey
and Avery, because we had no def-
inite information from these counties
~—the fact being that by reason of
the distruction of means of commu-
nication there are yet large regions
that have not been heard from. We
are happy to say that we have reason
to hope that in most. If not all in-
stances, the necessities of dally sus-
tenance have been supplied loeglly,
Those in the mountiing who were
spared in part are dividing with their
less lortunate fellows, as we all knew
they would, But necessavily they
canuot carry even this burden o great
lenzth of time, Nor woulil we have
them do so.

THE CASE AGAINST MR, GULLEGE

Lawyer and Banker of Wadeboro
Convicted of Embezglement — His
Friends Do Not Think He Inteml-
ol Wrong,

Wadegboro Ansonian.

At the Richmond county court yes-
terday a jury returned a verdiet of
guilty in the case of John W. Gul-
ledge, charged with embeazlement in
connection with his presidency of the
defunct Southern Savings Bank of
this place. Judge Cling sentenced
him to serve 18 months on the roads
of Richmond county. Through his
counsel, Gulledge appealed to the Su-
preme Court. He was required to
glve bond for $2500 and the usual
appeal bond. His bondsmen are
Messrs. R. E. Little and J. A, Leak,
both of Wadeshoro.

The scene in the court room, when
the verdiel was returned, is said to
have been one of Indescribable sad-
ness. Sympathy for the convicted
man, who had n for a long time
one of the leading citlzens in town

and county and especially for his fam-
ily, was very strong indeed. The sua
feature of his conduct of the bank’s
business was that involved in tne
losses of about §50000 there wers
the savings of many poor widows =~

little children. His friends maintain
that Mr. Gllledge never intended to
misappropriate any of the bank's
funds, that he borrowed frory the
bank for his personal use more than
he should have been entitled to bor-
row, and that owing 1o the deprecia-
tion in values of real estate and oth-
er property during the past few vears
he was unable to pay what he was
due the institution. Judge Cline
charged the jury that it must find
him “guilty of felonious intent™ to
render a verdiet of guilty. The evi-
dence In the case was mainly docu
mentary. It appeared that he hed
in some caNes, gEiven Ht‘f'Uﬂd mort-
gages to the bank for funds which
it Is alleged he usged himsell. In
these it is clalmed he stated they
were first mortgages and some of the
transaciions were in the names of
other parties. The defendant did not
£0 on the stand and put up no testi-
mony. There are three other cases
against the defendant.

Others in Elkin were
g0 fortunate, however, and ‘%o 1o i-
dence next door sullered severeiy,

“The  rain  which fell at Elkin
would not have rajsed the river at
that point it reached had it not been
for the cloudburdts and heavy raing
fusther up the Yadkin, To show yau
the force of the current, therve was
n streel bridge built over the Yadkin
at Elkin copnecting Surry and Yad-
kin counties, it seemed that “his
bridge would withstand the water
but about ten o'clock Saturday night
u passenger ear from the Walnugn
and Yadkin River Railroad at North
Wilkesboro came whirling down the
stream and struck the bridge square-
Iy in the center knocking it from its
foundations and carrying It down th
river, Think of a passenger eat
floating on*the river. Many wers
heard to remark that the largest bat-
tleship In the world could have floxt-
ed up the Yadkin river while (e
flood was at its crest.
